THE FIRST CURVED BALL.

Although History Does Not Record It,
2 Kansns Man Discovercd the
Art of “Carving."

Topekn, Kas, June B—i(Speclal) It. fa
not generally known but it 1s an historical
fact that W. §J°. Dillard, chairman of the
Karsas state board of raliway ecommis-
sicners, wus the first ball player to dis-
eover that & curve hall could be thrown,
and was the first to throw curves. An
ol ] pitcher in Boston by the name of Buf-
fir.eten has been accredited with making
the dispovery, but Buffington stole the
thunder from Dillard. It was In the spriug
of 74 thnt Dilinrd made the discovery.
Heo wan the plicher of the ball team at Lhe
academy at Locust Dale, Va., where he
was attending schosl. He was the erack
piteher of that country, He began to lwist
the ball in his hands before dellvering it
and one day the catcher noticed thut the
buli did not travel in a straight line. He
called Dillard's attention to It, and the lut-
te; began w0 twist the ball more and more
and practice almost constantly. Finally he
stcceeded fn getting on a pretty fale curve,
Buflingion eameé to Loeust Dale (o visit
relatives and while thers saw Dillard
pliching curves. He thercupon began Lo
pructice and soon Jearned that he could
do the same thing himself, He then hiked
out for his home ﬁ: Bosaton and startled the
baseball world by announcing that he could
throw m curve. The newspapers devotled
columns to Bufington's discovery and he
was the hero of the hour, Other pitchers
then took It up and now every school boy
In the country cun pitch a curve.

In Imum; about the matter to-day DR-
Inrd gald: “While it was 1 who taught
Huffngton the art of curving a ball he got
the eredit of 1t. He was quick to get to
the front. He was afraid some other clty
feliow, who realiged the great Importance
of curves, might come down and catch on
and win a great reputation. He was not
afrald of me dolng it for I was a lttle
country jake and had no idea that It would
create so much stir and also revolutionize
the great American game.

“I was pitching curves three months be-
fors Buffington caught on, How I happened
to do it T don't know, My catcher was
the one that first noticed IL™

Began His Athletie Career at Cooper
Memorinl College, Sterling, Kas,
=Dther Distingaished Kan-
ans Athletes.

Bterling. Kas, Juns &.—(Special) The
caréer of J. Cal MceCracken i a unique
one In amateur athletics, A short time
age he was hut n farmer lad In Western
Kansas: to-day he Is perhaps the most
tulked of college athlets in America. This
prominence is due not so much to his rec-
ords as to the marvelous development he
bas mnde,

MeCrocken Is 21 years of age, § foet 1
Inch In helght, and, despite his 20 pounds
Is notive and speody, clipping the 100 yards
In 0:10 4-5 For several ycars he attended
Cooper Memorial college, Sterling, Kas,
where he canily led in all branches of ath-
letie sport. In the spring of 1560, at the
collesiate athletle meet, bheld at Lawrence,
he cnslly captured tiie honvy events from
K. U. and Baker. He still holds the Kan-
sas champlonship in both the hammer and
shot, the former with a throw of ninety-
two feet, the latter with a put of thirty-
six feet

In the fall of 186 he played halfback on

his college eleven and in a game at To-
peka he was the star player.

Kansas university tried very hard to se-
cure McCracken for football and track
nthleties, but did not succeed. Finally, the
University of Pennsylvania heard of him
and Wiley Woodruff, brother of Coach
Woodruff, paid him a visit and prevalled
upon him to enter 1. of P.

Previous to his entrance to the uni-
versity, McCracken had had no tralning
whatever, and was Ignorant concerning the
sclentific points of athletles, His achleve-
menta were through crude self-instruction,
Notwithstanding this fact, among the
thirty-five men In the 1. of P. truining
quarters, none gave aater promize for
football honors than MoCracken, It is a
very mara thing for a new man to make
the temm the first year, but this he did,
being slated for left tackle. A severe shoul-
der sprain at the commencement of the
playing =eason, however, compelied him to
relinguish his poxition. For the season of
', McCracken will play guard, In the
plaos of Wiley Woodrufl.

But it is In track athletics that Me-
Cracken has proven the greatest surprise
Ponsy. has always been wenk In  the
Votﬁ ts, and a promising competitor
In these events would add materinlly to the
strength of her tenm. In the annusl spring

nwmes of the university MeCracken won

rst in the shot and ralsed the Pennsyl-

vania hammer record by a throw of 1534
feet. At the Invitation games with FPrince-
ton May 1, he out-threw representatives
from TYals, Princeton and Harvand, At
the dual gnmes with Harvard, a week
later, he won first In the ahot and second
In the hammer. At thls meet about eighty
en contested, and only ons athlste won
mores points than MceCracken. In the dual
Enmes with Cornell, MeCracken wis an
enny victor.

On May 28, at Berkley Oval, the best ath-
letes from the universitics of the country
centested for intercollegiate honors. MHere
the Inexperienced Eansas boy competed
with men who have undergone vears of
coreful tralning, and who ecount ¢t nn
honos to win even third piace. The resplt
was hixhly satlsfactory. In the hammer
he won second place, with a throw
of T feet 4 iInches—within § inches of the
Rl’l‘\‘f“lll\ intercallegiate record. In the shot
@ won third place with s put of 40 Test 83
Inches, This was Indecd a remarkable per-
formance [or & first year mon.

Thus, with a few months’ training, Me-
Crocken hns fnoross=d his hammer throw
42 feet and his shot-put about 5 feot, What
may not be expected of him with snother
year's training, and the world's record in
these two events being but & few feet be-
yoml the reconds McoeCracken has made®

The
Ihlfﬂ-ﬂmnnl racer who takes bis life In his
innds for a purse, must risk the danger,
but the hump-backed scorcher is the victim
of his own deluslons and the abomination
of the rest of humanity.

Long distance riding at a moderate or
even comparatively slow pace Is clalmed to
be one of the finest cures for shortness of
bicath. This malady Is usunlly caused by
somes congestion which prevents the jlungs
being exercised to their full capacity. Con-
Einnt, steandy and easy exervise tones up
the air cells. The numbwr of thesa availl-
#bie {8 gradunlly Increased, and littls by
little the inconventence disappears.

A_cycling club has recently been organ-
lred in Nowark on novel lines. Instead of
n long list of more or les=s useful officers
that often make up the totanl mombersnip
this club has none at all, nor has It eny
regulations excepting that no wheelmun
can be admitted unless his applieation is
accompanied by that of A woman, This
rule s axpected to muke thoroughly satis-
factory the moonlight rides, dances and
suppers that are projected by the club,

Guston Rivierre, the uged French rider,
has just won the greatost road race heid in
Furope every year, the Paris to Bordeaux,
This race hna made many a man famoun,
and will be remembered because of the
part It pluyed tn causing the death of one
of the greutest racing men the world has
ever seen, the late Arthur Linton, who
died last year after having contracted a
cold in this ruce. Rivierre i= probably the
oldest active racing man in the world, and
hi# abliity Increases with his age. His age
Is generully conceded 1o be between # and
% yours.

IL Is gakd that If the crazs for cycling can-
inues to develop amonyg women as .apldly
& 1t hns done o the past there will suon
he more women riders of the bicyele than
men This fact «oes not necessarily
menan that men are any the less devoled to
this pleasant means of locomotion, but that
the majority of women have far more time
nnd opportunity for engaging in this pur-
sult.  In their nlm;l»le pleasures the bloycle
car form a conspleuous part. It 18 ocone
vinlent in more ways than ene,. While men
nre confined to thelr offices of places of
business by day, women are not, probably
l,mylng aftarnoon calls awheel or Indulging
n short spins In the parks or on the bouls-
varda,

Tho papers of the East are daploring the
decling of the club runs, and rightly as-
wrting that great K for cycling has
been geoumplished by these pleasant trips.

INTERCOLLEGIATE ATHLETES

FULL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE
OF UNIVERSITY PRESIDENTS,

No One bhat Bona Fide Stodents Shall
e Fermitted to Participate in
Any Games of Athletie
sport Whatever.

Lawrenee, Kas, Juns &—iSpecial) The
following report has been completed by the
commities on athletic games, appalnted at
the meeting of unlversity presidenis, held
at Modison, Wis, January 6 and 5, 185,
and of which Chancellor F. H. Bnow, of
Kiansas university, Presidept C. K. Adams,
of Wiseonsin, and President Draper were
members, The report 18 devoled aimost
entirely to the subject of fobtball and re-
strictions that should be placed on Ui
game, uml has been nwalted with o good
deal of luterest, The report says:

At & mesting of the presidents of state
univernities of the North Central stales,
held at Madison, Wis,, January ¢ aund &
1897, the (ollowing persons Were present;
Fresidents Angell, Canfleld, Swuin, Bmart,
Diruper, Jesse, Snow, MiacLean, Schiacfler,
Notthrop and Adams.

The u‘}. the mesting was mainly devoted
to the consderation of other matters, the
subject of Intercollegiate athletics wag dis-
cupsed, and, for the purpose of securing the
results of that discussion, the [following
preamble and resolation wWias adopted;

W hervas, The representatives of the state
uriversities here ussembied are of the opin-
jon  thut intercolleginte athletics In  gen-
eral, and football in particuler, should be
subijected to more careful and c¢onstant
supvrvision; therefore, .

Hesolved, That & committee consisting of
President Adams, President Draper and
Chancellor 8now, be appointed to report
surh rules ns they may deem wise to be
recommended for the conslderation of the
severnl institutions with which w'e are con-
nected.

In aceordance with this resoluticn the
commitles bogs leave to make the follow-
ing report:

We are of the opinion that intercollegiate
athletios cun "MK be made to subsirve the
Interests of higher education in o large
_wns]; by & systemntle reform In three par-
thculnrs:

First—By a maore careful and systematic
arganization of the bourds, councils, or
commitiees having control of ahtletics.

Secomnd—-Hy greater care and uniformity
l-rl. |=|¢;I ndo;;unln of rules determining the
eligiblilty o nyers,

'l‘mrti—)ny u?me modification of the rules
under which certaln of the games are
played,

First—=We believe that nathletic afairs
cannot be succesrfully managed by a board
or committee made up exclusively of Dro-
fessors or exclusively of studenta Ex-
r--rl.-ucc seems to have shown that a
warty spirit of whalesome co-operation, so
necessury to o fulthful observance of rules.
can hardly be secured without opportunity
for the full and free Interchange of opin-
lon on the part of the various interests in-
volved. While ultimate authority should,
in our opinion, rest with the facully. there
ehould be nbundant opporiunily for every
athietic interest to boe fully and freely
heard and considersd. To this end, wo
recommend that in each of the univerzities
we represent, there be constituted, i It
has not airsady been done, a body, Lo be
known as “the athletle board,” whose duty
it shall be to administer and enforce the
rulss that may be adopted by the uni-
versity for the government of athistics
The size of this board should be determined
by the number of Interssts it has to ad-
minister; We snggest that the captains of
the various teams constitute the student
element. Wherever It Ix practicable, the
alumnl may also advantageously be repre-
sented In the board., While It seims to
us best that the nambor of faculty mems-
bers should exceed the numbeér of students,
it is perhaps not necessary that the facuity
members  should outnumber hoth the
students and the alumnl. We suggest that
in case of mlumni representation the board
be so0 constiuted that the faculty mem-
bers will equal the number of both the
other elements, and that the president of
the university Le ex officio chairman of the
board, without the privilege of voting, ex-
cept in case of o tls, when he may give
the deciding vots.

Second—In regard to the rules for the
government of the cligibility of players,
wa belleve that not only great cnre should
be exerclaed in determining sach rules,
hut that the same rules should be adopted
by all the institutions participating in in-
tercolleginte gamen. Nothing (s more ob-
vious than the fact that no two teams can
play on terms of equality if the teams are
mide up under difforent sets of rules. The
result in such cases must always be un-
satlsfactory. We therefore wish to urge
the great detirnbleness, If not the absalute
necessity, of nn agreement to precisely the
same rules, without modification or reser-
vation.

This subject ha= been under careful con-
slderation for the last two youre in some
of our most prominent universities. Two
yrars ago several university presidents had
the matter under conslderation at a ment-
ing In Chicago. The rules thri‘ recom-
mended have recoived since such modin-
cations us have been suggested by expe-
rienre. At n mesting of the represent-
atives of several universities of the Cen-
tral West, held In the early part of the
present winter, an agresment was roanhed
and a set of rules was recommended which
have since boen adopted tiyv Michigan, IlH-
nois, Minnesota, Wisconsin and perhaps
others.  Although wa might individually
prefer some modification of these rules, yst
in the Interests of uniformity and har-
mony we heartily recommend thelr adop-
tion by all the Institutions which we rep-
resent. While we believe that the free
nsEnes from one university to another
or scholastic purposes should be encour-
aged, wo also are of the opinion that one
of the grentest dangers tn purity In ath-
letics comes from the tendency of players
to migrate from one Institution to another,
chiefly, If not solely, for athletio purposcs.
Wea belleve that the univer=al adoption of
the rules herswith submitted would re-
doee to & minimum the danger which wes
all desire to guard against. In case these
rules should be very generally adopted by
the universities we represent, we are of
the opinlon that every institution may well
consider whether It ought not to limit its
playlng to tho=e Institutions that have
adopted the same rules,

Third—We gee no reason for making any
recommendation In regard to the method of
‘)‘laylnu anr of the gnmes except football

‘s recognize very fully the fact that the
dangers of the game have been greatly ex-
nggerated lndvbpl-ilar reports. Accurafe sta-
tistics would undouttedly show that the
perils of boating, skating and blc-irlr riding
nre vastly greater than the perils of foot-
ball piaying. Nevertheless, it is a fuct that
the game |s ona thal calls for great phys-
feal energy, and that the tmgmlm: to un-
necessary roughnesa under the excitement
of compwtitive Interests should be made ns
slight as possible. That the rules of the
gama hava recently been greatly improved
s indirated by the fact that during the past
year there have n, #0 far as we have

able to learn, no secidents inflictin
anent injury to any person accusto

o the game and In pro condition to
play. Bo far as we have able to as-
cortain, every one of the acoidents of a per-
manent or serlious nature has occurred
either to a novice, or tn one whose physical
condition, under careful administrative su-
pervision, would have excluded him from
any intercollegiate games. But the fact
that such {u.-mns were allowed to play in-
dicates a lack of proper supervislon,. We
recommend, therefore, that the athletis
board In eve umer-ltr require that every
oompoting plaver furnish a certificate of
phgxlml soundness and fitness to play,
either from the director of the gymnasium
or from some reputable physiclan.,

Perhnps the most frequent cause of In-
Jury at the present time is the tendency of
the members of a defansive team to throw
themseives upon a man with the ball, who
has already been tackled and thrown. The
motive for such action, under the present
rules, s ohvious, There s at present no
penalty for “creeplng.” and, therefore. the
temptation to advance as far as exihie,
even after the player with the ball is down,
Is Irresistihle. To prevent this method of
kaining ground, the men of the apposite
ride are tempted to throw themselves on the
man who Is “creeping” forward, as the only
way of averting him. In our opinion, the
judges of the game should be required to
call the ball “dead™ at the point whers it
etrikes the ground when a tackled man s
thrown, and, furthermors, that any at-
tempt to creep from that time should be vis-
ited with a penaity of fifteen yards,

Heretofore It has boen the custom in the
North Central states to adopt the rules of
the Eastern Amsotintion, but we belisve
that the time has come for the universities
we represent to supplement those rules by
ndopting a rule whﬁ-h will prevent the evil
under conslderation, We recommend much
a rule to the favorable consideration of the
proper authorities of the game.

The rules referred to In the above are
as follows, and have bheen formally adopted
by the Kansas university autharitics and
will govern games 'n the future:

No ons shall participate In any inter-
celirginto games of athletic sporis unless
ha be a bonifde student, dolng full work
in n regulnr or apecial course as defined
in the curricuium of his college; and no

pereon. who has particdipated In  any
intercolleginte game ar a member
of s&ny college team shall be per-
mitled to participate In any game as
A member of another college team until
he has heen a2 matricalant in such college
under the above conditions for a peried of
ona year, er hax obtained a col .,

&0 person shall be admitted to any la-

tercclleginte contest who receives any gift, !
remuneration or pay for his services on the |
college field,

No student shall play upon the teams of
any college or colleges for more than four
vears In the aguregate, unless he shall
have secured o degree, tn which case he |
may play two sdditional yvears, |1rmtd(\ll
he be n eandidnte for a socond degree.

wWo student shall particlpute in any Inter-
eclleglate contest who has ever used or (s
using his knowledgs of athletics or his
athletic skill for galn. No person who re-
evives any compensation from the aniver-
sity for services rendered by way of regu-
lar Iustruction shall be allowed to play on
ARy team.

No student shall play In any gnme under
an assum~d name.

No student shall be permitted to partle-
fpate In any Intercollegiate contest who Is
found by the faculty to be delinguent in
his stndles,

All intercollegints gnme= shall be played
on grounds «ither their own or under the
Immediate eontrol of one or both of the
colleges participating in the contest, and
all intercolleginte ganmes =hall be playved
rnder student or col'ege management, and
not undder the coniryl of any corvoration,
or associntion or private individusl

The eleetion of mansgurs and captains of
teama in each ocollege shall be subject 10
the approval of its committee an athictics,

College foothall teams shall play only
with teams representing educational in-
stituticns.

Before every Intercollegiate contest the
respective chalrmen of the athietle com-
mittees of the instMutions concorned, shnll
submit to earh other a certified lst of
players, ellgible under the rules adoptol to
participate in sald contest, Jt shall be the
duty of the capinins of the respectiva
teams to exciude all players from the con-
test save those =0 certified

Athletle commitives shall require each
candidate for n tenm to represent the uni-
versity in Intercolleglite contests to sub-
scribe to a statement that-he (= eliglhle
under the letter and spirit of the rules
adopted.

No person having been n member of any
college athletle team furing any year and
having been In attendance lesa than one
college half vear shall be permitted to
play in uny ?ﬂlrr\'-nllog!atr contest there-
after untll he shall have been In attend-
ance six consecutive calendur months,

It 1= expected that thess roles will be
adopted by lowa., Nehraska, Missourl and
other colleges with which Kansas uni-
vorsity p'avx football, and the result will
be conslderable change in the way of run-
ning things, The adoption of the above
report and rules makes it impossible for
muny players who have boen on the teams
in past yeinre to be on them agaln. m
the ranks of Kansas university it will bar
Hamill, who hus played four years: Baine,
Nat Foster, Mosse, Will Walker and others
who have left school slnce the season was
over.

driza an logquiry to a person in London
thers e no way In which he can enclose
a stump for responss, This I8 vexatious,
for i compels & man asking a favor to
do a hoorish thing or to enclose a bit of
coir to pay postage that may make the
reciplent more trouble to get rid of than
it would make him If nothilng was en-
closed. An International stamp Is purety
a matter of gonvenionce to the e and
should be provided for without delay, But
curious as it may seem the United Btales
= the chief opponent to the adoption of
such a convenience and the Internsational
stomp Is opposed by our authorities be-
cause it would Interfere with the com-
fortable revenus they now get from the
dovble postage collocted on forelgn letters
insvfficiently prepand. It does not seem
poksible that 20 small & matter ‘would in-

Redoced Rates to Chicage Ezxplred
Last Night—Secretnry Rossell, of
the Loeal Associntion, De-
clines to Talk.

There was o Jull in the passenger rate
wir yesterday. The uplown offices re-
mained closed, and at the Unfon avenue
offices the only reduced rates Qquoted were
thoge announced Saturday., The 2=
rovnd trip rate between Kansas City and
Chicago appliied yesterday, but expired lnst
night, No rediiced open rate has been an-
nounced botwesn thess points for to-day.
The $1.50 rate for the round trip between
Kunsas City and St. Louls will continue In
effect to-day. The combination of this
rate with that betwsen 8t Louls and Chi-
cago makes u round trip rate of $2250 De-
tween Kansas City and Chicago, which is
$2.50 less than tarifl.

What actlon, If any, will be taken to meet
this condition will not be known until to-
dny. Ticket brokers claimed yesterday
they would make an $8 rate from here to
Chicago to-day, and that, if necessary,
they could make & 125 rate for the round
trip. They refused to say how the rate
would be mnade. Ticket men yesterday in-
clined to the view that the brokers were
depending upon a manipulation of the 51350
rate (or the round trip, which applled yes-
terday. If any of the roads has allowed a
one-day limit on tickets sold yosterday,
they will, of course, be honored to-day, and
the brokers wiil no doubt be stocked with
them.
